1. Topical use of middle-chain fatty acids (Sg-C,^) , preferably 

decanoic acid (C 1Q ) and dodecanoic acid (C 12 ) *nd%icoholic 

solvents in the treatment of erythrosquamose and papulose dis- 
eases, especially Pityriasis rosea, Pityriasis lichenoides, 
Pityriasis rubra pilaris, Psoriasis vulgaris?, Parapsoriasis • 
and Lichen ruber. 

2. Use of solutions according to claim 1, characterized in that 
the middle-chain fatty acids (Cg-C.^,) are used in concentrations 

between 0.1 to ^0;1. 

3- Use of solutions according to claim 1 and 2, characterized 
in that ethyl alcohol, isopropyl alcohol or multi-valent alcohols, 
such as propylene glycol or polyethylene glycol, alone or in 
mixtures of one another, are preferably used as the solvent. 

^. Use of solutions according to claim 1-3, characterized 
in that varying amounts of water or other solvent are added to 
the alcoholic solvents. 
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The invention concerns the use of middle-chain fatty acids 
(w-Cjk) and alcoholic or 'aqueous-alcoholic solvents for t}*e 
treatment of erythrosquamoss and papulose diseases , especially 
Pityriasis rosea, Pityriasis lichenoides, Pityriasis rubra 
pilaris, Psoriasis vulgaris, rarapsoriasis and Lichen ruber. 

All of these diseases go alor.3 with a spreading of the epidermis, 
an abnormal cornif ication and therefore* an excessive scale 
formation. 

7he treatment of these diseases in derr.atclojy is still unsatis- 
factory in many respects. All previously-used a.-er.ts and sub- 
stances are, for various reasons, connected v;ith"therapeutically- 
caused and/or toxicoio^ically-caused disadvantages. Cn the 
other hand, the use of the afent described in the following 
l»rsely avoids these disadvantages. 

The invention consists in the use of -?.iddle-chain fattv acids, 
preferably decanoic acid (C 1Q ) or/and dodecanoic acid {c,~), 
and alcoholic or aqueous-alcoholic solvents. L * 

The concentration of the fatty acids and their mixtures in the 
solvents can be varied extensively. Also, the alcoholic solvents 
are largely variable as such, but also in their mixing ratio 
with water or with one another. 

The following examples illustrate the invention! 

Decanoic acid (capric acid) is dissolved in a concentration 
of 5,1 in 96;3 ethyl alcohol and used for the treatment of erythro- 
squamose and papulose diseases.
